Of vital importance but not the 
object of much activity is the con- 
test to choose a superior court 
judge. R. Bruce Findlay and E. 
John Eriksson are the candidates. 


The Congressional contest finds 
R. E. “Mac” Reynolds facing the 
veteran Harry R. Sheppard. Mr. 
Reynolds, one of the strongest 
candidates ever offered by the 
Republicans during Mr. Sheppard's 
tenure, has conducted an aggres- 
sive campaign end much inter- 
est will be shown in the outcome. 
The Congressional district includes 
all of San Bernardino county and 
a portion of Los Angeles county. 

Local votes will also have an 
effect on the U. S. senatorial and 
gubernatorial contests. Richard 
Nixon, a popular local choice for 
senator, is opposed by Helen Ga- 
hagan Douglas. Outcome of Earl 
Werren’s campaign against James 
Roosevelt for governor will also 
be watched with much local in- 
terest. 

Elected in the primaries from 
the county was James Cunning- 
ham for state senator. He succeeds 
‘the veteran Ralph Swing. Winner 
of the Boles-Shaw race will suc- 
ceed R. Fred Price in the as- 
sembly. 

Of the 11 ballot measures, sev- 
eral have received considerable lo- 
cal attention. No. 1 on the ballot 
seeks to exempt personal prop- 
erty from taxation. All the local 
governmental agencies are on rec- 
ord urging people to vote “No”. 
Repeal of the personal property 
tax would result in a heavy boost 
in all other taxes to make up the 
difference. 


No. 3 measure concerns the re- 
organization of the courts and in 
general it has received local ap- 
proval. The “gambling”? measure,’ 
No. 6, is also the object of a strong 
“No” local recommendation and 
No. 10 concerning who has the 
right to order public housing pro- 
jects is controversial locally. 

Local speakers have discussed 
the ballot measures and recommen- 
dations have been made.

‘Growers Accept 
New Heater Law 


Accepted almost as though it 
were a _ long-established routine 
matter, the new Upland orchard 
heating ordinance is receiving the 
attention of many local growers. 

Permits for orchard heating are 
being issued in the city hall and 
a good start tias been made in 
signing up a total of more than 
300 growers. 

Each applicant must fill out 
the permit application, listing 
names and numbers of the heaters. 
The permit also provides an op- 
portunity for the grower to cer- 
tify that none of “class four” 
heaters will be used. This class 
of heaters, long outmoded, are 
banned in the new ordinance. The 
Upland ordinance is similar to the 
new county orchard heater law. 
Enforcement of the new law is 
up to the city manager and police 
department. 

(Permits are to be obtained by 
all growers immediately and city 
officials appealed for full coopera- 
tion of all interested persons. 

Local growers immediately re- 
sponded to the arnouncement of 
the passage of the new law and 
began filling out permit applica- 
tions. Many local growers had al- 
ready prepared to comply with the 
new provision by purchasing new 
heaters and improving their sys- 
tem of frost protection.

A. Zivnuska and Keith Arnold, as- 
sistant professors of forestry, Uni- 
versity of California College of 
Agriculture, in a recent report on 
the importance of forest fire pro- 
tection in California. 

Estimated damage from wild 
fire averaged more than 2% mil- 
lion dollars annually during the 
period 1945-48. 

This level of damage, high 
though it appears, is actually low 
relative to the damage potential 
in California’s forests. 

Zixnuska and Arnold credit fire 
protection agencies with a “major 
accomplishment in maintaining 
the great differential between ac- 
tual and potential damage.” 

Achievement of this degree of 
protection is costly. The combin- 
ation ef wood land and cover, arid 
climate, and rugged mountainous 
terrain results in California’s high 
fire danzer, and makes it diffi- 
cylt ‘and expensive to prevent aud 
fight fires. 

But the land’s high productivity 
and desirability as a place to live 
justify the high cost of fire pre- 
tection as a part of the cost of 
living in the state, the authors 
conclude.

Wiley W. Mather, whose recom- 
mendations on legislative matters | 
and questions before voters are 
widely followed, has made an 
analysis of the 11 measures on th 
Nov. 7 ballot.
